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May 10-11, 2916 -- Panama Papers database is epic fail 

The much-ballyhooed International Consortium of Investigative Journalists (ICIJ) database of offshore companies, 
registrars, and individuals released as a result of the computer hacking of the Panama law firm Mossack Fonseca contains 
some glaring deficiencies. 

A search of the database that contains 360,000 entries surprisingly yields only two entries for one of the most ubiquitous 
users of offshore contrivances, Soros Fund Management. This should come as no surprise since billionaire hedge fund 
mogul George Soros helps to fund the ICIJ and similar ’’press freedom” non-profits around the world. The two Soros entries 
found in the ICIJ database are Soros Holdings, Ltd., registered in the British Virgin Islands and Soros Finance, Inc., 
registered in Panama. 

In addition, although there are plenty of companies that use the name ’’Quantum,” there are no database entries for Soros’s 
and the Rothschild family’s ’’Quantum Group of Funds,” which is headquartered in the Cayman Islands and Curacao. 
Although the ICIJ database contains 2520 offshore corporate entities in the Cayman Islands and 64 in Curacao, there is not a 
single entry for Quantum Group of Funds or Soros Fund Management. There are four entries for the Rothschilds: 

Rothschild, Inc.; Rothschild Corporate Administrative Services, Inc.; Rothschild Trust (Schweiz); and Banque Privee 
Edmond de Rothschild SA. 

The chances that Soros’s entities are only found twice in the ICIJ database are remote and there is every reason to believe 
that ICIJ’s Open Society Foundation paymasters, who work for Soros, had the Mossack Fonseca database scrubbed of all 
but two of the references to Soros. 

WMR previously reported that the ICIJ disclosure of the Mossack Fonseca list of customers appeared to be a Central 
Intelligence Agency operation designed to undermine the governments of Russian President Vladimir Putin and Chinese 
President Xi Jinping. Although neither of these leaders controlled any firms doing business with Mossack Fonseca, family 
members and acquaintances of the two leaders were identified as customers of the Panamanian law firm. 

The corporate media was quick to denounce Putin and Xi, but remained strangely quiet about Hillary Clinton’s major donor 
Soros and the Rothschilds, whose patronage of Israel has helped cause so much wanton death and misery among the 
Palestinian people. 

There are also a glaring absence from the ICIJ of countries known to employ offshore companies to hide profits from drug 
and arms smuggling. Countries not listed but which have hosted CIA drug and/or weapons smuggling schemes include 
Afghanistan, Kosovo, and South Sudan. Other countries not listed include Vatican City, the center for several decades of 
intrigue involving various banks, most notably the Vatican Bank (aka, the Institute for Religious Works) and Banco 
Ambrosiano, which funneled Vatican funds to the Nicaraguan contras and Argentine death squads. Also not listed are 
Tonga, as well as Palau and Micronesia, the latter two U.S.-controlled semi-independent nations, whose maritime flags of 
convenience are favorites for CIA clandestine operations. Neither is North Korea listed. The North Koreans are major users 
of offshore entities, especially banks and investment firms in Macao, which has 25 offshore entities named in the ICIJ 
database. Perhaps an investigation of North Korean offshore operations would have led to some unsavory connections to 
Israel’s nuclear proliferation operations in Asia. 
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There are indications that the CIA assisted ICIJin "customizing" its MossackFonseca "Panama Papers" by ensuring some 
glaring deletions like Micronesia, Palau, Vatican City, and North Korea. Maybe they should instead be called "The 
Zapruder Papers." 

Eritrea, an Israeli ally involved in weapons and human trafficking, is not listed by the ICIJ. In addition, database queries for 
offshore companies involving the oil-rich Republic of Congo, and two small remote islands — St. Pierre and Miquelon and 
Tokelau - result in "O Records Found.” St. Pierre and Miquelon, which lie off Newfoundland, are, for business purposes, 
advantageous as a part of the French Republic but not the European Union. Tokelau, a Pacific dependency of New Zealand, 
provides offshore services but is not as well known as New Zealand’s other offshore financial centers, the Cook Islands and 
Niue. 

The kleptocracies of Mauritania and Burundi are not found in the ICIJ database nor is the Soros non-governmental 
organization (NGO)-rife East Timor included. The Dutch Caribbean offshore tax havens of Bonaire, Saba, and Saint 
Eustatius are also absent. 

ICIJ, which claims that 370 of its investigative reporters culled the ’’Panama Papers” for anything of interest, gets an ”F” for 
incompleteness. Letting Soros and his operations escape scrutiny is a sure sign that ICIJ, like Human Rights Watch and 
Amnesty International, is just another ”bought-and-paid-for” Soros operation. In reality, the Panama Papers is a directory of 
offshore companies that could have been developed by merging various corporate directories found in any business library. 
In other words: Big Deal! 
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
